He 
ſindeth in berent charaGerr of purity, Sanity, and ſpirj. 
inal beauty in it. He conſidereth the miracles and Mar. 
tyrdomes whereby it hath been confirmed (which he hath 
n0 more reaſon to diſtruſt then the truth of any other hi. 
ſtory) He con ſidereihᷣ the prevalency of it in the world by 
the miniſtry of twelve poor men, notwithſtanding all the per- 
ſecntions wbich have been from tine to time raiſed againſt 
#1. He con pcreth the holy lues of the Profeſſors of it, where 
Ly the wicked luits which his impure religion alloweth, are 
(hamed and rebuked. He con ſtdereth the nature of it whol. 
ly contrary to carnall and ſecn/ar intereſts, no #ay complying 
with, or giving the leaſt conntenance unto any ſiu ſul de. 
lizhts : ſo that it is cvident that it was not contrived or ob- 
truded npon men by humane wiſdome, or to gratifie any car- 
all deſi gne upon theſe and the like confiderations being ſet 
on by 1he finger of the holy Spirit, be ir per mad d to beleeve 
the Goſpel, and by beleeving comes to reape thoſe Joyes and 
comforts as make him know whom he hath beleeved. 

The other work which js ſet about in order to the premo- 
ting of the Goſpel amongſt the poor Indians is the tranſla- 
ting of the Scripture into their tongue, and Printing it for 
their ſe, which as it is a neceſſary and an excellent worke, 
and a work of great labonr (in conſideration whereof the 
Reverend Tranſlator deſerveth great thanks and enconrage- 
men!) ſowill it be a worke of coſt and charges to provide

Floyd Treaſurer of the corporation for New England. 


To bis much reſpected and Chriſtian friend A Floyd Trea- 
ſurer of the Corporation for promoting Religion amon g 
the Indians in New-Eogiand. i heje preſent, 


Chriſtian Friend and Beloved in th: Lord. 


er Salutations in the Lord Jeſus, I ſhall 
YA Dot trouble you with any thing at pre- 
{ ſent ſave this one buſineſſe of moment, 
touching the Printing of the Bible in the 
Indian Language, touching which buſi. 
neſſe ſundry of the Elders did petition 
unto the Commiſſioners, moving them to further it, 
28 a principall means of promoting Religion among 
them. And God ſo guided( without mans contrivance 
that I was there when it came in. They moved this 
doubt whether the Tranſlation I had made was gene» 
rally underſtood? to which I anſwered, that upon my 
knowledge it was underſtood as farre os. 
as Conedicot : for there I did read ſome Ce is about 
part of my Tranſlation before many So mes up in the 
hundred Engliſh Witneſſes, and the 
Indians manifeſted that they did underſtand what I 
read, perfectly, in reſpect of the lanfuage,they further 
queſtioned whether I had expreſſed the Tranſlation 
in true language? I anſwered that I feared after times 
will find many in rmities in it, all humane works are 
ſubject to infirmity, yet thoſe pieces that were prin- 
ted, viz. Gen: ſi and Matthew, I bad ſent to ſuch as I 
thought bad (kill ja the language, and intreated 
thele

their animadverfions, but I heard not of any faults 
they found. When the Commiſſioners ended their 
meeting, they did commit the further conſideration of 
this matter to cur Commiſſioners, az I underſtand, of 
whom our Governour is preſident. Therefore at the 
coming away ofthis Ship, I repaired to the Gover- 
nour about it. I propoſed this expedient,for the more 
eaſie proſecution of this work, viz, that your ſelves 
might be moved to hire ſome honeſt young man, who 
hath ſkill ro compoſe, (and the more {kill in other 
parts ot the work, the better) ſend him over as your 
ſervant, pay him there to his content, or ingage pay- 
ment, let him ſerve you here in Nez-England at the 
pre ſle in Harvard Colledge, and work under the Col- 
ledg Printer, in impreſſing the Bible in the India lai.- 
guage,and with him ſend a convenient ſtock of Paper 
to begin withall, The Governour was pleaſed to 
ſend for Mr Norton to adviſe in it, who came and did 
heartily further it, u here upon the Governour pro- 
miſed to write unto your ſelves, and propoſe the mat- 
ter. which alſo I doe, and doe earneſtly intreat your 
aſſiſtance herein. And I beſecch the Lord to bow your 
hearts, avd incourage you in promoting ſo good a 
work, ſo profitable for the furtherance of Religion, 
which to further in the beſt manner, I know is already 
the bent of your hearts, and your conſtant prayer and 
indeayour , and thus committing you, and all your 
weighty affaires udo the Lord, Ireſt

ſhort notes you may fee what lite is in the work, The 
very reaſon of my gathering up theſe notes; was be- 
cauſe my Sonne (ho had not been at a faſt among us 
before ) was very much affected with what they deli. 
vered, ſo far as he under(toud them, and when I had 
communicated theſe notes to ſome, they were very 
well reliſhed, & thereby | was imboldened to preſent 
them to your ſelves, not knowing, but (ifthe Lord 
pleaſe) thcreby you may have more reall informati- 
on of their ſtate and progreſſe, then by any thing 
which were meet for me to ſay. For my ſelſe I feele 
my ſtrength to decay, and 1 am not able to doe and 
bear what I have done, and although temptation may 
ſometime breed waverings, yet my foul doth defire & 
belec ve, that I ſhall live and dye in the work, And as I 
have dedicated my ſonsto ſerve the Lord in this work 
(it he pleaſe to accept them) ſo I doe it as they come 
up; and this yeare my ſecond ſon having taken his 
firſt degreein the Colledge, l preſented him alſo unto 
our Commiſſioners,and he is accepted unto the work:
